City garbage and rubbish col- 
lectors and street cleaners went 
on strike again today in protest 
against the new municipal pay 
bill, which was passed this aft- 
ernoon by the Board of Alder- 
ment, 26 to 1. 

Increases authorized by the 
bill set the rates for skilled 
workers at the approximate level 
of wages paid in private indus- 
try. Workers in the lower clas- 
sifications objected to passage, 
contending the bill failed to pro- 
vide adequate increases for their 
group. 

The new compensation plan, 
adding $1,002,000 to the annual 
city payroll, will go into effect 
as soon as the legislation is 
signed by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker. The measure was 
passed under a suspension of 
rules at the third of three spe- 
cial sessions of the board. The 
aldermen consented to meet 
daily and rush the bill through 
after AFL electricians and ma- 
chinists struck last week be- 
cause of delay in enactment. 

‘Satisfies Only 35 Pct.’

(Dem.), Nineteenth Ward, who 
voted against the bill, called for 
more serious consideration of the 
pay plan, which he declared 
“satisfies only 35 per cent of the 
workers.”

U.S. AIR ACE, ONCE 
COLONEL, RETIRES 
AS A SERGEANT 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 3

Eisenhower Plan Won’t 
Solve Basic Problem 
of Security, He Com- 
ments, 


NEW YORK, May 3 (AP)— 
Bernard Baruch, author of one 
of the first plans for atomic con- 
trol by international inspection, 
Said today President Eisenhow- 
er’s proposal for a world atomie

Dr. Appel, professor of psy- 
chiatry at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Medi- 
cine, declared that mental hos- 
pitals are 40 per cent under- 
staffed in physicians and that 
15,000 more psychiatrists are 
needed. 

“There is 66 per cent under- 
staffing in registered nurses and 
38 per cent in attendants,” he 
said, adding that 37,000 patients 
in 29 hospitals have no psychi- 
atrists and 2000 patients in five 
hospitals do not have a full-time 
physician. 

Society’s neglect of the prob- 
lem, he told psychiatrists attend- 
ing the five-day convention, is 
partly because mental illness is 
unpleasant, “so institutions and | 
hospitals are located in the) 
country and isolated.” 

“Superstition, fear, irritation, 
guilt lead us to separate our- 
selves from the mentally ill,” 
he said. Dr. Appel remarked 
that the persistence of ‘religious 
ideas which considered the men- 
tally ill to be inhabited by evil 
spirits and thought of illness in 
part aS moral weakness” has 
contributed to neglect of the 
problem, : 

“The rising burden of mental 
fliness” is now greater than 
that of cancer, tuberculosig and 
infantile paralysis combined, he 
warned, remarking: 

“In this period of instability, 
conflict and rapid change, man's 
life is shot through with appre- 
hension and fear, dissatisfaction 
and hostility—the primal, psy- 
chological reactions to danger 
and frustration.” 

These fears, he said, are re- 
flected in increasing juvenile 
delinquency and divorce rates 
and 9,000,000 citizens handi- 
capped by psychological illness 
—as well as “the repeated 
breakdowns from time to time 
of our economic machinery, and 
the international hostilities 
which, with the hydrogen bomb, 
the jet airplane and biological 
warfare, menace our civiliza- 
tion.” 

“The world ts near a social 
psychosis, war,” he declared. 

Efforts to Ease Problems. 

Dr. Appel said the psychi- 
atric association is attempting to 
work toward some solutions for 
the national mental care prob- 
lems. 

An inspection board now {is 
assembling data for rating hos- 
pitals “so that the public and 
legislators will know from care- 
ful study how substandard and 
inhumanitarian mental hospital 
facilities are.” he said. “Scarce- 
ly 25 per cent can be temporar- 
ily approved.” 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
welcoming the association to St. 
Louis, said that the delay in 
making advances in psychiatric 
technique available to most per- 
sons “is largely the fault of the 
responsible political entities” 
which have not provided the 
necessary funds, 

The concept of anxiety, de- 
scribed as a cornerstone to de- 
velopment of psychoanalytic 
theory, was the subject of a 
symposium this afternoon.

Duress or Mental Irrespon- 
sibility Called Defense 
to Charges. 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP) 
~—~A court-martial considering 
charges that Cpl. Edward S. 
Dickenson collaborated with the 
enemy was instructed today that 
duress, coercion or mental ir- 
responsibility would be “a com- 
plete defense” to the charges. 

But Col. Richard F. Scar- 
borough of Macon, Ga., law of- 
ficer for the court, added that 
“mere defect of character... 
is not a defense.” 

The eight-member court took 
the case under consideration 
after receiving instructions from 
Scarborough on the points of 
law involved. The court re- 
cessed for lunch after deliberat- 
ing for an hour and a quarter. 

Dickenson, sitting as quietly 
and calmly as he had throughout 
the first two weeks of the trial, 
listened intently as the chief le- 


gal officer instructed the court: | 
martial. 

“By duress we mean acting 
under coercion, compulsion or 
necessity under the threat of 
immediate or impending death 
or serious bodily harm,” Scar- 
borough explained. 

The law officer said the board 
must also find that Dickenson 
had the ability “both to distin- 
guish right from wrong and to 
adhere to the right” during the 
time he was held in a North 
Korean P.O.W. camp.

Arbitrator Rules Company Can’t Suspend 
Worker Without Inquiry by Proper 


Government 


Authorities. 


GARDEN CITY, N. Y., May 3 
(AP)—An arbitrator says a com- 
pany working on defense con- 
tracts cannot suspend an em- 


Pploye as a security risk without 
a hearing before proper Govern- 
ment authorities. 

_This was the ruling of Arbi- 
trator Curtis C. Shake, a former 
Indiana Supreme Court judge, 
in the case of a man suspended 
by Arma Corp. of Garden City, 
which has Government contracts 
worth $100,000,000. 

The decision, dated April 26, 
was made public with Shake’s 
permission last night by the 
Engineers Association’ of Arma, 
an independent union, which 
contested the suspension of an 
employe not publicly identified, 

The union, representing 800 
engineers and technicians at 
Arma, contended that only Gov- 
ernment agencies assigned to 
carry out federal security regu- 


lations should determine an em- 
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security.” 

It said the suspected worker 
should be assigned to non-classi- 
fied work until his loyalty can 
be determined by the proper 
Government agency. The com- 
pany, it said, had no right to 
suspend the man without pay 
“on its own recognizance.” 
During arbitration, the com- 
pany argued it would be “im- 
practicable, if not impossible, to 
segregate its engineers who have 
been granted clearance from 
those who have not.” The firm 
handles classified work for the 
Army, Air Force and» Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Shake's ruling agreed with the 
Engineers Association and said 
of an employe’s rights to a 
hearing: 

“The substance of these rights 
is protected in our Bill of Rights. 
It has been the policy of the 
Government to preserve these 
rights in statutes and administra- 
tive directives even in times of 
national emergency. 

“To that end, the regulations 
for the safeguarding of classi- 
fied information make adequate 
provision for hearing those who 
are charged with unfitness to be 
entrusted with access to classi- 
fied security information.” . 
Union President Michael V. 
Byrnes hailed the ruling as “an 
important decision in which civil 
rights were correlated with na- 
tional security requirements.”

Benson Proposes Sale at 
World Price of 47|

WASHINGTON, May 3 (UP)—

porters to sell about 40,000,000 
pounds of Government-owned 
surplus butter to Great Britain 
at the world price of about 47 
cents a pound. 

The department's domestic and 
export sales list price is 60.5 
cents a pound and current retail 
butter prices are about 63 cents 
a pound, 

Asked at his weekly press con- 
ference about previous policy 
that surplus butter would not 
be offered abroad at prices 
lower than those charged 
American housewives, Benson 
said that applied only to sales 
to unfriendly countries. 
Commodity stabilizafion Chief 
James A. McConnell told report- 
ers afterwards that the sale to 
Britain at world prices would 
represent a/ policy change. He 
said the final decision would 
have to be made at the White 
House. 

McConnell said Britain is 
taking butter off the ration list 
this week. In view of that, he 
said, private exporters and im- 
porters have been “exploring” 
sales of American surpluses 
there. He said that Britain, 
which normally gets about 44 
per cent of its butter from New 
Zealand, and the rest from the 
low counties, has not indicated 
any objection so far. 

McConnell said if the sale to 
Britain goes through it might 
“open the door” to more sales 
of the 350,000,000 pounds of 
government surplus butter to 
other friendly countries, but that 
as of today any sales to Iron 
Curtain countries still are “out.”

HE EISENHOWER ADMINISTRATION came within an ace— 
or at least within a vote of the British Cabinet—of asking 
Congress to approve American intervention in the Indo-

best indication of the extremely

going on at Geneva, which our policy makers had hoped to prevent. 


The signs Suggest that the Ad- 
ministration was not just reluct- 
antly ready to intervene in Indo- 
china, but had firmly concluded 
we ought to intervene if we 
could carry our allies with us. 

The Congress would now be 
debating a resolution allowing 
the President to send American 
armed forces to Indochina, if the 
British Government had not 
turned down American proposals 
for “united action” at the emer- 
gency Cabinet meetings held in 
London last Sunday. 

Here in Washington, the draft 
resolution had been prepared. 
A provisional commitment to ask 
for congressional approval had 
been given to the French Gov- 
ernment, If the British had 
gone along, the thing would have 
been done. 

Summary of Background. 

The immediate background of 
this conditional Administration 
decision to enter the Indochi- 
nese war—for such it was—may 
be summarized as follows: 

First, the French government 
presented an urgent appeal, 
toward the beginning of the 
previous -week, for a massive 
American air effort to relieve 
the fearful pressure on the 
heroic defenders of Dien Bien 
Phu. The official appeal was ac- 
companied by an_ unofficial 
warning, from American quar- 
ters, that the fall of Dien Bien 
Phu would bring in its train the 
fall of the Laniel government 
in Paris: 

The next French government, 
it was e , would then 
almost inevitably seek the kind 
of “compromise” in Indochina 
that would amount to complete 
surrender to*the Communists. 
Some hope was held out, as well, 
that the dramatic gesture of 
American intervention would 
greatly change the political cli- 
mate in Paris. The worst. politi- 
ca] consequences might then be 
prevented, even if the air relief 
of Dien Bien Phu should’ not 
prove imilitarily effective and 
the beleaguered fortress should 
fall in the end. 

Carriers Had Been Sent. 

Second, the American Govern- 
ment was not unprepared for 
this request and warning. A car- 
rier force had already been 
sent to the Gulf of Tonkin to 
stand by for use if need be. The 
policy of “united action” to save 
Indochina from capture by the 
Communists had already been 
agreed on. It had been publicly 
pronounced in the Overseas 
Press Club speech of Secretary 
of States Dulles. 

The question was not so much 
whether to act at all, but wheth- 
er to act now or later. After bi- 
partisan consultation of the lead- 
ers of the Senate (who have 
been repeatedly called in since 
the beginning of the Indochina 
crisis) the idea of independent 
American action was ruled out 
as not politically feasible. Long 
before, it had also been decided 
that the President could not use 
his powers as commander-in- 
chief without congressional au- 
thorization. 

Hence, if anything was to be 
done, Congress had to be asked 
to approve. If America was not 
to act alone, allied governments 
had to be asked to join in the 
action. The military danger at 
Dien Bien Phu and the political 
danger in Paris seemed to call 
for immediate action. Delay to 
negotiate might produce defeat 
at Dien Bien Phu. Defeat at 
Dien Bien Phu would lead, not 
to negotiation, but to surrender 
at Geneva. The danger was an 
Asian equivalent of Hitler’s re- 
occupation of the Rhineland. 

Request Has Been Drafted. 

Third, therefore, the resolution 
asking congressional approval of 
American intervention in Indo- 
china was drawn up and ap- 
proved. Under Secretary of 
State W. Bedell Smith imparted 
the American Government’s de- 
cision to French Ambassador 
Henri Bonnet. Ambassador Bon- 
net was shown the draft reso- 
lution. 

Thus the French government 
was told that the American Gov- 
ernment, for its part, was willing 
and even eager to grant the re- 
quest for an air effort to save 
Dien Bien Phu, with all the im- 
mense consequences that this ac- 
tion would entail. 

But Under Secretary Smith 
also emphasized to Ambassador 
Bonnet that we could not de- 
part from the conditions at- 
tached to our decision. At least 
some of our allies must support 
and join in this decision of the 
American Government. Unless 
“united action” was the theme, 
Congress could not be asked to 
act at all. With no promise of 
allied support, the request would 
be folly because it would be 
refused. 


Fourth, this vital condition of 
the American decision immedi- 
ately demanded a decision in 
London. “United action” could 
hardly be hoped for if the British 
held back. The British govern- 
ment was informed of the posi- 
tion. By instruction from his 
government, the French Ambas- 


' gsador to London, Rene Massigli, 


made an urgent plea for a favor- 


'able British answer to the Amer- 
ican proposal. 
British Attitude. 

These crisis pressures pro- 
duced the emergency 
meetings held in London April 
25. The British have always 
inclined to write down the mili- 
tary importance of Dien Bien 
Phu. The British experts are 
said to have argued that mas- 
sive air strikes would not save 
the fortress in any case. The 
Seaders of the British govern- 
ment were already committed 
not to join any “united action” 
until an attempt had been made 
at Geneva to negotiate an Indo- 
chinese settlement. 

As to negotiation, the British 
seem to have lacked, the firm 
"American conviction that par- 
tition of Indochina would pro- 
duce just the same results that 
were produced by the Munich 
partition of Czechoslovakia. Fi- 
nally, the British were not im- 
pressed by the acute political 
danger in Paris. The truth no 
doubt is that their own political 
difficulties bulked even larger 
in the eyes of the British cabi- 
net. Intervention in Indochina 
has won no support, thus far, in 
‘the House of Commons. 


| Thu@\the British decision was 
'to stand aside. French Foreign 


news from British Foreign Min- 
ister Eden at’ Orly airfield, 
where Eden stopped on his way 
back to Geneva. Without ex- 
plaining the extraordinary back- 
ground of his statement, Prime 
Minister Churchill also told the 
Commons on Monday what Eden 
had said to Bidault the day be- 
fore. 

Even so, the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration leaders did not im- 
mediately abandon their condi- 
tional decision. The possibility 
of independent American action 
in Indochina, was again men- 
tioned at a meeting with the bi- 
partisan Senate chiefs; but the 


Senators again objected strongly ; 


to it. 
Modified Effort Also Failed. 
After this, some efforts were 
made to organize a more limited 
“united action” without British 


concurrence; but too few other /é 


nations would accept the invita- 
tion that the British had already 
refused. 

Thus the Geneva conference 
opened with no relief for Dien 
Bien Phu in sight. That fact, 
if one may judge from a dis- 
tance, is still the dominating 
feature of the situation. 

Gen. 
and his brave men have by no 
means given up the fight. Yet 
the fortress area is now reduced 
to about five-eighths of a square 
mile. The military danger at 
Dien. Bien Phu is greater. The 
political danger in Paris is no 
less. Already there are reports 
from Geneva that a Munich-style 
partition of Indochina is being 
seriously talked about by the 
Western allies. 

Although the proposal for par- 
tition recalls Munich, the Rhine- 
land parallel 
drawn in official circles here. 
As at the time when Hitler 
moved into the Rhineland, the 
British are politically unpre- 
pared for the challenge. As then, 
so now, divided councils have 
prevented a firm response to 
the aggressor. As then, so now, 
the defeat in Indochina that 
quite probably looms ahead will 
be only the beginning of a 
chain reaction of other defeats 
in Asia. 

One hope for a way out—and 
a pretty sad hope too—is lo- 
cally mentioned. If Molotov and 
Chou En-lai are too brutal and 
arrogant; if the Chinese-Soviet 
terms for an Indochinese com- 
promise are too obviously one- 
sided, the unity of the Western 
allies may be restored by the 
folly of the enemy. In that case, 
the project for united action in 
Indochina will come to the fore 
again. 

Otherwise, it seems to be as- 
sumed that there will .be a so- 
called compromise whether ar- 
ranged by Foreign Minister Bi- 
dault or a successor. It is fur- 
ther assumed that this will lead 
to the loss o* Indochina, which 
will lead, in turn, to other and 
even graver losses in Burma,

Finish It First 


The revulsion of feeling against the committee 
hearings on the McCarthy-Army controversy is 
perfectly understandable. As Walter Lippmann 
writes in his excellent comment on the opposite 
page today, the “nightmare of our humiliation” 
is disgraceful, damaging and squalid. 

These hearings do indeed reveal a national 
shame. They do indeed reveal a shocking con- 
flict within the Republican party and what is 
more important, a grievous clash between the 
Executive and Legislative branches of our Gov- 
ernment. , 

But the people who, for these reasons, are urg- 
ing that the hearings be called off have made the 
old mistake of blaming the news-bearer for the 
news. It is not the exposure of a sordid situation 
that needs to be terminated, but the sordid 
situation. 

To end the hearings now, without a verdict 
either way, would be a triumph for Senator Mc- 
Carthy such as he has probably not even dared 
to hope for. 

A gentleman’s agreement to call the whole 
thing off would leave the basic issues unre- 
solved—and that its how McCarthyism always 
Jeaves such issues. It would permit Senator Mc- 
Carthy to resume the chairmanship of the inves- 
tigating subcommittee and to carry. out renewed 
assaults on the Eisenhower Administration and 
the institution of the presidency. It would per- 
mit him to retain the staff whose characteristics 
and activities the public has got such a jolting 
look at recently. It would, in short, enable Sena- 
tor McCarthy to operate in the future just as he 
has operated in the past—and his record is an 
iron-bound guarantee that he would do precisely 
that. 

It goes without saying that the hearings 
should be expedited. But they should proceed to 
a conclusion—and that means to a verdict either 
that Senator McCarthy or the Army lied in their 
charges against each other; that either Senator 
McCarthy and aides abused their power to get 
preferential treatment for Pvt. G. David Schine, 
or the Army abused its power to shield itself 
from proper investigation. 

If the hearings had gone on long enough to 
warrant such a verdict, then they could and 
should be wound up immediately by the render- 
ing of the verdict. But so far Senator McCarthy, 
his “chief of staff” Francis Carr, Assistant De- 
fense Secretary Hensel and Army Counsel Ad- 
ams—all principals in the case—have not even 

* been questioned by the committee. 

The hearings should come to a verdict, and 
the verdict should form the basis of action. If 
the verdict goes against the Army, Secretary 
Stevens should resign and some other heads in 
the Pentagon should roll. If the verdict goes 
against Senator McCarthy, at the very least he 
ought to be thrown off the Government Opera- 
tions Committee for abusing the powers of its 
chairmanship. 

Distressing as the hearings are, they would 
be even more so if they were conducted to no 
useful purpose, and that would be the case if 
they ended without coming to a definite con- 
clusion.

A Misdirected Strike 

St. Louis has entered another week of hap- 
hazard strike action against the city. 

Some 700 or more employes of the Department 
of Streets and Sewers have quit work for the 
second time in two weeks. This will stall gar- 
bage and rubbish collection and street cleaning, 
and will damage more public services if other 
city employes refuse to cross picket lines. 

What is the object of the new strike? What 
are the members of two locals of the AFL mu- 
nicipal employes union striking for and what 
are they striking against? 

They say they are striking because they did 
not get wage increases in the new general pay 
plan given the Board of Aldermen. From this 
standpoint they are striking against all the 
city employes who did get pay increases. 

They say they are striking against the Civil 
Service Commission which devised the plan— 
not the aldermen or anybody else. But the 
plan is not before the Civil Service Commission. 
It is before the aldermen and nobody else. The 
aldermen cannot change the wage schedules, but 
any action to be taken now has to come from 
them. 

This is an illogical strike. It does not offer 
any constructive prospects of a solution of wage 
grievances. 

Some aldermen, however, have suggested one 
way out. They propose passing the pay plan 
for the benefit of hundreds of city workers. Then 
they would ask the Civil Service Commission to 
offer amendments for those who remained dis- 
satisfied, 

If the strikers want: to push their grievance 
without injuring fellow employes and without 
wrecking public services, that is the way to do it. 
The present walkout is misdirected. It is sim- 
ply a strike against the city. 
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Indochina, Geneva and Washington 

Sometimes it looks as if the Communist-sup- 
ported rebels in Indochina are not too sure they 
want to capture Dien Bien Phu. Sometimes it 
looks as if Ho Chi Minh may be slightly appre- 
hensive as to what would follow quickly in the 
train of the collapse of the French “bait” out- 
post in the Indochinese jungle. 

For there is now a new lull in the fighting 
after what seemed to be an all-out assault—the 
third, and worst so far, on the surrounded gar- 
rison. Many thousands of Vietminh troops bat- 
tled their way over three French-held strong 
points. In fact they fought their way to a few 
hundred yards from the command post of Gen. 
De Castries. With the concluding offensive ap- 
parently on the roll, the attackers let up and in 
the new period of quiet the French flew in 
greatly-needed arms and supplies. 

Whatever the purpose of the slow-up, it gives 
Communist China a strong position at the Indo- 
chinese peace talks in Geneva at which the 
Peiping representatives will sit in by agreement 
of the United States and the other western 
nations and Soviet Russia. France is acting for 
the West in these negotiations and France wants 
an end to the fighting, however much Secretary 
Dulles may fear a settlement advantageous in 
the long run to Communist China. 

Meantime our Secretary of State has left 
Geneva for Washington by way of Italy where 
his visit presumably is intended to strengthen 
our Ambassador, Mrs. Clare Booth Luce, who 
has been a storm center in Italian politics.. To 
much of the world it will look as if he is walking 
out, particularly since he left without once 
noticing the presence of China's Foreign Minis- 
ter, Chou En-lai.. It ‘was*a strange coursé’ for 
diplomats repeatedly in the same room. 

Until the Secretary of State has had a chance 
to report to the American people and explain 
what he thinks he has achieved, the feeling will 
be general, so we believe, that he said too much 


in advance of Geneva. The high-pressure talk 
about “united action” now seems to be exposed 
along with “the new look” and “massive retali- 
ation” in defense, 
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Breaking Point in Fund Drives 

There are too many fund-raising campaigns. 
Too many of them, furthermore, are more for 
the benefit of the promoters than the charities. 
That was the story told recently to the National 
Conference on Solicitations, and it is the story 
told in an editorial from the Chicago Tribune 
reprinted on this page today. 

The head of the Kansas City mayor's advisory 
committee on solicitations, Charles C. Shafer 
Jr. warned the national conference that he 
feared “the approach of the breaking point,’? 
and predicted “the public will rebel.” “Many of 
the so-called health and assistance drives are 
big-time promotions fostered by nationally known 
advertising agencies,” he said. 

The Tribune editorial tells of a mail solici- 
tation outfit that raised more than $138,000 


for the Guide Dog Foundation for the Blind, of | 


which the foundation received only $41,500. The 
same organization collected $65,000 for the Boys’ 
Brotherhood Republic of New York—at a cost of 
61 per cent for campaign expenses. 

Still earlier, investigations had disclosed that 
the National Kids’ Day Foundation was reported 
to have used for the benefit of children only 10 
per cent of the funds it collected. The Better 


Business Bureau of St. Louis has said that the’ 


mail-solicitation method of fund-raising often 
eats up 85 per cent of the charity dollar before 
any money reaches the object for which it was 
intended. 

The abuses complained of here are evident in 
St. Louis as in many other cities. It was to sort 
out the worthy campaigns from the unworthy, 
and put the former into one all-inclusive cam- 
paign, that the Community Chest was originally 
organized. As time has gone on, new drives out- 
side the Chest have sprung up. Now they are 
numerous. 

These outside drives will have to be drawn 
into one federated campaign if the Chest idea 
is to prevail. Those organizations which insist 
on playing lone wolf, regardless of the effect on 
community charities in general, stand in the way. 
Unless they can learn the lesson of co-operation, 
it is undoubtedly true, as Mr. Shafer says, that 
all fund-raising campaigns will suffer. That 
includes the lone wolves.

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Tying the Executive Hands 

On several scores, President Eisenhower was 
right to oppose the defeated rider to a defense 
appropriations bill, offered by Republican Con- 
gressman Coudert of New York, requiring con- 
gressional approval before combat troops should 
be sent to Indochina or any place else abroad. 

The President was right in saying that it is bad 
business to tack such policy amendments onto a 
money bill. He was also right in saying that the 
amendment would greatly impair the needed 
flexibility of Administrative action in dealing 
with worldwide and often unforseen problems. 

The Coudert resolution was designed to do what 
Congress so often tries to do—usurp power that 
is constitutionally lodged in the Chief Executive. 
The President is commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces, and he would not have the effec- 
tive power of that post if he did not have power 


to order troops to go wherever he believed they | 


should go for the security and interests of this 
nation. 

Congress does possess, however, the exclusive 
right to declare war and the responsibility to 
finance wars, defense actions, or any other use 
of armed forces resulting from the President’s 
decisions. The President should take no decisive 
steps in Indochina, and he should take no meas- 
ures that may make decisive steps necessary, 
without the fullest consultation of congressional 
leAders of both parties. 

It is an inescapable part of the Ameriean po- 
litical system that either the President or Con- 
gress can make war virtually inescapable to the 
other if that is his or its desire. In the present 
case we hope that President Eisenhower will 
take no steps which have that tendency. as re- 
gards Indochina. But that is no good reason for 
a congressional tying of his hands. 
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A Not-Too-Welcome Mission 

A United States agricultural mission has ar- 
rived in Paris, and the reception can only be 
described as cool. The purpose of the mission is 
to negotiate, if possible, for the disposal of 
American farm surpluses in France—particu- 
larly dairy products, cotton, tobacco, oranges 
and apples. 

The reason for a certain French reserve in 
welcoming the mission is not hand to guéss. It 
is the fact that France has some farm surpluses 
of its own, expects to have more, and fears that 
the introduction of American farm exports 
would only complicate the situation. 

It is the old, old problem which always arises 
in connection with surpluses — how do you 
dispose of them without disturbing “normal 
trade channels?” Periodically governments set 
out brightly to do something about surpluses, 
and periodically they run up against the same 
blank wall, either at home or abroad. The 
trouble is that if you give people surplus 
products, or sell them at cut prices, then people 
may buy less of the same products through reg- 
ular market. channels. And that builds up the 
surpluses more and more. 

In the face of this well known fact, it can be 
statistically demonstrated that neither in the 
world at large nor in any single country is there 
an actual surplus of food. The two facts together 
spell out a dismaying failure of human ingenuity 
to solve one of the most chronic of human 
problems.

Charity Drives—for the Promoter

newspaper says; New York's new law attempts to control 
| solicitation; but best safeguard is individual's skepticism. 


An Editorial in The Chicago Daily Tribune 


Gov. Dewey has just signed a bill 
passed by the New York Legislature 
that attempts to impose certain public 


’ controls on solicitation of funds for 


charity. 


As is usual in such statutes, any re- 
ligious organization is exempt from its 
provisions, as are fraternal or other or- 
ganizations which solicit only their own 
members, and educational institutions 
soliciting their alumni and parents of 
students. 


In general, organizations covered by 
the law must report on their collections, 
telling among other things how much 
of the money they take is actually used 
for the charitable purposes for which 
it is solicited. 


The law is aimed specifically against 
rackets which yield only driblets to 
charity and fortunes to the promoters. 


The committee that drafted the law 
held extensive hearings on the prac- 
tices of professional fund collectors. 


Its transcript shows that one of the 
witnesses examined at some length was 
Willard L. Kauth, who manages a 
couple of New York charities called the 
Girls’ Vacation Fund and Boys’ Ath- 
letic League, mentioned with disapprov- 
al in these columns a few weeks ago. 
They operate extensive mail solicita- 
tions for funds directed to people all 
over the country, altheugh they serve 
only New Yorkers, 

The committee developed that Kauth, 
in addition to these two charities, oper- 
ated a couple of fund-raising companies, 


making mail solicitations, that serve, 


four other charitable organizations. 
From these two companies and the or- 
ganizations they served, the committee 
found, Kauth, his son and wife col- 
lected approximately $75,000 last year. 


One of the charities that Kauth 
served was the Guide Dog Foundation 


for the Blind, With offices in Forest © 


Hills, N.Y. Kauth admitted that while 
nrore than $138,000 was raised in 1952 
in the name of the foundation, it got 
only $41,500 of this sum, and spent 
only about $22,000 on actual services to 
the blind. 

In the same year $65,000 was col- 
lected in the name of the Boys’ Broth- 
erhood Republic of New York, of which 


.the organization got only 39 per cent. 


The rest went for campaign expenses. 


The Girls’ Vacation Fund and Boys’ 
Athletic League did somewhat better, 
in spite of the fact that the Kauths 
collected salaries from them in addi- 
tion to the fees of their fund-raising 
companies. The charities netted about 
two thirds of the money collected in 
their name. 

Kauth explained that it cost these or- 
ganizations less to raise money be- 
cause they had been in business for 
many years—the boys’ organization was 
going under his management in 1937 
—and thus had built up lists of suckers 
good for repeat contributions. 


Although Kauth and his operations 
were listed among the horrible examples 
cited in support of the regulatory bill, 
it may be questioned whether the new 
law is going to be effective in stopping 
such wasteful operations, 


Theoretically, the State of New York 
might deny him a license to solicit 
funds. If it did so, however, some state 
department would have to take the heat 
of complaints that the action denied 
free vacations to hundreds of boys and 
girls. ‘ 

The law, like all such statutes, makes 
no attempt to regulate solicitations by 
religious organizations. Anyone can 
organize a church, and. some sharpers 
have made a good thing out of vest- 
pocket congregations. 

The mail solicitations that Kauth uses 
are already under fire from organiza- 
tions, like the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, that keep tab on inefficient 
charities and charity rackets all over 
the country. . 

Those organizations, which regularly 
interchange information, are not sub- 
ject to political pressure. They blow 
the whistle on the wasters and grafters, 
and, by so doing, do more to protect 
legitimate charities than all the laws in 
the land can possibly do. 

The public can protect itself easily. 
All people need do, when they get a 
solicitation from a strange charity, is to 
ask their local chamber of commerce 
about it. If it is a mail solicitation 
from out of town, it’s usually safe to 
toss it in the wastebasket without 
checking.

Economics Through the Ages 


HISTORY OF ECONOMIC ANALYSIS, by Joseph 

A. Schumpeter. (Oxford, $19.50.) 

This history is the last work of the 
distinguished Harvard economist, a work 
on which he had been engaged for nine 
years and which was not quite complete 
at the time of his death in 1950. Dr. 
Schumpeter was a theoretician of the 
widest culture, as much at home in 
philosophy, psychology and mathematics 
as in his chosen field of economics. All 
of his store of knowledge is drawn upon 
in this massive history, a conspectus of 
the intellectual efforts men have made 
in order to understand economic phe- 
nomena. Beginning with the writings 
of the Greeks, the author carries his 


narrative step by step" down to our 


own time, pausing frequently for 
lengthy digressions on contiguous topica 
The history closes with a discussion ot 
John Maynard Keynes, whose system 
Dr. Schumpeter criticizes as “too sta- 
tic,” though it should be remembered 
that Keynes was not seeking to strike 
new paths but to rejuvenate Britain's 
“arteriosclerotic” economy. 

The author makes no concessions to 


the general reader in manner or mat- 


ter. The writing is often highly techni- 
cal, and the pages are spattered with 
long and .copious footnotes. However, 
this history is primarily meant for spe- 
cialists, and it will certainly enhance 
the reputation of a Harvard teacher 
whose memory is still green in this, his 
adopted country.

ganda. 

The heart of the damage is 
the fact that the Government 
has allowed itself to be intimi- 
dated by’an ambitious and ruth- 
less demagogue. This damage, 
permitting ourselves to be in- 
timidated, can be repaired only 
when it has been proven to our- 
selves and to the world abroad 
that hobody is afraid any longer. 


Sanity Is Shaken. 


As we watch the spectacle of 
a great Government in disorder,, 
we ask ourselves what is it that 
has gone so wrong. The Consti- 
tution, the Government, Ameri- 
can institutions, the churches, 
the schools and universities, the 
press are all still there, and yet 
the sanity and the security of 
the country, its self-respect and 
its liberties are shaken and im- 
paired. 

The immediate answer to the 
question of why we are 80 
stricken leads directly, I believe, 
to the remedy for the trouble. 
McCarthy’s power is built not 
upon the constitutional right of 
Congress to investigate but upon 
a flagrant abuse of that right. 
The abuse of that right is un- 
checked because the Senate is 
not observing faithfully its con- 
stitutional obligations and be- 
cause of an unnecessary, unwar- 
ranted and, in the spirit at least, 
an unconstitutional acquiescence 
by the President in the abuse. 

The abuse lies in the taking 
over by a congressional commit- 
tee of powers which belong to 
the executive and to the judicial 
branch. Take, for example, Mc- 
Carthy’s investigation at Fart 
Monmouth. Just what was it 
that the Senate had a right and 
duty to investigate there? The 
Army was already investigating 
the possible security risks be- 
fore McCarthy got into the act. 


Beyond Senate’s Field. 


For what purpose did he get 
{nto the act? Was he presuming 
to substitute himself for the 
Army in judging each specific 
case? Was he questioning the 
good faith of the Army which 
was dealing with the allegations 
of security risk? What was Mc- 
Carthy doing at Fort Mon- 
mouth? Was there any legisla- 
tion contemplated or required? 
Was there any allegation that 
the Army was itself tainted with 
disloyalty and was not trying to 
eliminate the security risks 


thy investigation in all this is a 
usurpation of power which be- 
longs to the executive branch of 
the Government. 


McCarthy as an Asset. 


Why does not the Senate for- 
bid its own committees to com- 
mit this usurpation of power 
and to bring the Government of 
the United States into such dis- 
order and disrepute? There are, 
I would argue, many contribut- 
ing but only one central and de- 
cisive reason for the Senate's 
behavior. 

One of the contributing rea- 
sons is that the party bosses 
have regarded McCarthy as a 
political asset. Another is that 
Pa large number of the Senators 
have been afraid of him, afraid 
of being attacked personally or 
politically by him. Another con- 
tributing reason is that many 
Senators have not knewn how to 
meet the charge that only Com- 
munists ar@ opposed to McCar- 
thy, and have reluctantly had to 
admit to themselves that the 
cheapest and easiest way not to 
look red or pink was to be yel- 
low. 

But these are not the decisive 
reasons for the pusillanimous 
failure of the Senate to curb 
McCarthy. The decisive reason 
is that in this hard world and 
under the American system of 
government, which is designed 
for the kind of hard world that 
the world is, the abuse of power 
is not often curbed unless the 
abuse is resisted. 


The President’s Job. 


McCarthyism is an invasion 
of the prerogatives of other 
branches of the government, 
particularly the executive 
branch. It is for the executive 
to repel the invasion, to resist 
the usurpation, to defend its con- 
stitutional prerogatives. 


in a nicer world the Senate 
would observe the self-restraint 
which would make it unneces- 
sary for an amiable and peace- 
loving President to fight for the 
rights of his office. But the 
Senate is not tha‘ nice, and 
so it will tolerate and connive 
at the abuses of McCarthy until 
and unless the President, whose 
administration is being abused, 
stands up and says so far and 
no further. 

The day that happens the Sen- 
ators, all but a mere handful 
of them, will rally to the Presi- 
dent, relieved and rejoicing that 
the nightmare of their humilia- 
tion is over. 


G. M. & 0. CHAIRMAN 
ISAAC TIGRETT DIES 


Built Small Tennessee Line 
Into a 3000-Mile 
Railroad. 


JACKSON, Tenn., May 3 (AP) 
— Isaac Burton Tigrett, who 
built a small Tennessee line into 
the Gulf, Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad, died here last night 
following a heart attack. He 
was: 74 years old. 

Tigrett often was called the 
dean of America’s railroad exec- 
tives. 

His first experience in the 
railroad business was in 1911 
when he became treasurer of the 
49-mile Birmingham and North- 
western line which operated two 
second-hand locomotives  be- 
tween Jackson and Dyersburg. 
In 1912,. he became the line's 
president. It was the forerun- 
ner of the G. M. & O., which 
runs from the Great Lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

In 1918 he was named a mem- 
ber of the board of the Gulf, 
Mobile and Northern, which ran 
between Jackson and Mobile. In 
1920 he became the line’s presi- 
dent “because nobody else 
wanted the job.” 

Tigrett was elevated from the 
presidency of the G. M. & O. to 
chairman of the corporation sev- 
eral years ago, the title he held 
at his death. 

In 1946 his railroad had 3000 
miles of track, 12,680 employes 
and gross revenues of nearly 
$78,000,000 a year. 

Tigrett was born in Friend- 
ship, Tenn., and attended Union 
Unwersity in Jackson. He was 
the son of a Baptist minister. 

In 1904, he married Mary Sue 
Kennedy. They had on children. 

Survivors include his wife and 
a brother, Col. A. K. Tigrett of 
Washington, D.C.

Orchestra Believed to Be Largest of Its 
Kind Ever Assembled—Celebration 
at Washington U. 


More than 1000 elementary 
and junior high school children 
rehearsed today in a massive 
string orchestra, believed to be 
the largest of its kind ever as- 
sembled, in preparation for a 
free public concert at 4 p.m. in 
the Washington University Field 
House. : 

The string clinic is one of stv- 
eral activities in the university's 
Festival of Music, which opened 
today and continues through 
Saturday in celebration of Na- 
tional Music week. 

Under the direction of con- 
ductor Ralph Rush, professor 
of music at the University of 
Southern California, and ac- 
companied by 18 musicians of 
the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra and several music edu- 
cators, the children practiced 
the concert program, consisting 
of “Adagio,” “Suite for Strings,” 
“Andante from A Minor String 
Quartet, Opus 29,” “Suite “for 
Orchestra” and “Frontier 
Sketches.” 

The children, fourth through 
ninth grade pupils of St. Louis, 


St. Louis county and nearby 
Illinois schools, ranged in age 
from 9 to 14 years. Many had 
just begun studying their in- 
struments in the last year and 
had had only class instruction. 
But, despite the fact that they 
were playing together for the 
first time, the end result was 
surprisingly good for children 
so young. Serious and intent 
upon their work, the youngsters 
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were well co-ordinated in play- 
ing an entire number or re- 
sponding to Rush’s call for a 
note from a specific section. 


The huge string orchestra, 
composed of violin, viola, cello, 
and string bass, sent creditable 
symphonic music _ coursing 
through the upper balconies of 
the field house. The orchestra 
was seated in a giant semi- 
circle around the conductor and 
filled more than, half the large 
gymnasium floor. 


About two-thirds of the young 
musicians played on special half- 
size instruments that they could 
handle. 


It was the largest string or- 
chestra ever assembled, except 
possibly one that played in Car- 
negie Hall last year, Lewis Hil- 
ton, head of music education at 
the university, said. 


All the music was purchased 
with funds from the Louis D. 
Beaumont Foundation and dis- 
tributed to the schools from six 
weeks to two months ago, Hilton 
explained. Since then, the chil- 
dren have been practicing it 
with their teachers. Simplified 
parts were specially written for 
the younger children so they 
could play with the whole or- 
chestra, he added. 

The children were granted re- 
leased time by their schools to 
participate in the day-long pro- 
gram, which also included sec- 
tional clinics taught by the St. 
Louis Symphony musicians and 
various music educators. —

Few valleys in the Ozarks—or anywhere in 
America, for that matter—offer a richer wild- 
flower display during spring and summer. And 
the same thing is true of the bird life, especial- 
ly during the spring migratory season. 
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WE DROVE DOWN to Bunker Hill the other 
day to talk on conservation to a group of social 
seience teachers who were meeting there. The 
route we followed is one of the most picturesque 
in the Ozarks, especially at this season, and is 
worth noting by anyone who likes to get abroad 

“in the Missouri countryside. It followed High- 
Way 21 from Possum Trot to Ellington, down 
through Belleview valley and then Arcadia val- 
ley, up across Tip Top, and on to Lesterville and 
Centerville in the Black river watershed.

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nothing left to burn, the fire-setters haul in 
leaves and litter from the surrounding forest so 
they can light another blaze on the barren floor 
of the woods. Whether there is still a sincere 
belief here that burning “kills the ticks and 


makes the grass grow,” whether it is resentment 
against ownership of forest land by commercial 
timbermen and the state, or whether it is just 
sheer “orneriness” would be hard to say. But 
it certainly keeps this area from making the 
recovery as forest and grazing land and wild- 
life habitat that we find in so much of the 
Ozarks today. 
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WE STOPPED FOR LUNCH at Eminence, a 
town which offers ample facilities for taking 
care of a large number of recreationists, and 
then continued on out Highway 106 to beautiful 
Alley Spring. This is one of the largest of the 
great springs of Missouri and a sight worth 
seeing. A state park surrounds the spring, with 
neatly kept picnic and camping grounds. The 
water in the pool, which flows some 80,000,000 
gallons per day, rises from beneath a high lime- 
stone bluff to form a small lake before emptying 
into the spring branch. The pool was dammed 
years ago to provide power for the old mill 
which still stands beside the spring. Many tales 
are told about the depth of Alley and other 
Ozark springs, but most of them have a pool 
depth of around 40 feet.

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A GOOD NEW GRAVEL HIGHWAY now runs 
from Alley Spring on west to Summersville 
where we turned south on Highway 17 to the 
road that winds for several miles down Jacks 
Fork valley to Bunker Hill Ranch. Here we 
spent a pleasant afternoon and evening, enjoying

PARIS. 


HE LAST TIME I saw Paris was 4 o'clock this morning. 
T And none too soon, I was getting hot as a sheriff's 

pistol in New York, all due to a parakeet. The parakeet 
lived down the hall from me In an elegant hotel at Eighty- 
first and Fifth avenue. 
The hotel lies across from 
the Metropolitan Museum 
with which it has fine re- 
lations. The lobby is hung 
with paintings borrowed 
from the museum walls. 
The patrons maintain dogs 
in their apartments. And 
the employes greet you by 
name the first day. 

The parakeet had a wolf 
whistle he let go when- 
ever anyone passed in the 
hallway. He did not know 
who was passing. But I 
suppose he figured on per- 
centage. 

The first day there was 
a lady with a poodle wait- 
ing for the elevator. The 
invisible parakeet gave a 
long, insinuating whistle. 
The dog looked interested. 
The lady looked at me startled. 

By the second day, the look had turned to contempt. 
The third day I tried to sneak out early. I think the lady 
had the same idea. The parakeet gave a triumphant whistle. 
I tried to say something about “budgies, the birds, you 
know.” But the lady was furious. 
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THE FOURTH DAY I left for Paris. There are some 
things it is no good trying to explain. There wasn't a 
sleeper flight for months that was not booked. The TWA 
direct flight was fairly full anyway. I sat next to a Span- 
ish gentleman who crossed himself vigorously when we took 
off. 

We had scarcely got off the ground when I went to 
sleep. The parakeet episode upset my nerves. And New 
York social life had beat me to a quiver. I woke up with 
the hotess trying to load a tray of food on my lap. I said 
I would eat later thanks. I woke again thinking it was 
raining. The Spaniard had squeezed a lemon on his sea- 
food. I got the excess. YYhen I woke for the third time, 
we had landed at Gander in Newfoundland. 


We stayed only long enough for me to note that 
Gander is getting plusher, year by year. The odd upside- 
down whisky bottle dispensers have been discarded. And 
the front of the Big Dipper bar these days is cream leather. 
Something like a New York cocktail operation. 
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THE PLANE ROSE OVER the frozen lakes and headed 
across the great, white Atlantic floe for Europe, The 
sun went down and they served a fine chicken dinner. Com- 
plete with champagne, a little of which I managed to spill 
on the Spaniard. 

Little by little, the individual lights went off in the 
plane. But sleep would not come. This is the grinding 
part of travel. By my watch, it was 5 o'clock of the New 
York evening. The time when parakeets and I whistle. 

In fact sleep did not come until daylight was breaking 
off Ireland. And by then it was too late. We landed at 
Orly field at 10 a.m. Paris time, 3 in the morning New York 
time, 

I went right over to the Hotel Scribe and slept all day. 
After dinner at Ramponneau’s, I went to bed. And awoke 
at 4 o’clock in the morning. Fresh and with a raging ap- 
petite for ham and eggs. 

None of these being available in Paris hotels. No matter 
how much your stomach rages on New York time, Or even 
if you whistle like a parakeet.

RECENT article containing 
A cxcersts from medical jour- 

nals 50 years ago showed 
how much medical science has 
learned—how much better off 
you are than 50 years ago. But 
doctors were not entirely igno- 
rant 50 years ago. 

In fact, Dr. Hugh T. Patrick, 
writing on “How. Not to be 
Nervous” in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
for Feb. 7, 1903, has several 
suggestions which are fully ap- 
plicable today. I doubt that they 
could be better stated today. 

Dr. Patrick wrote, “If you 
wish never to be nervous, live 
with reason, have a purpose in 
life and work for it, play joy- 
ously, strive not for the unat- 
tainable, never regret the un- 
alterable, be not annoyed by 
trifles, aim to attain neither 
great knowledge nor great riches 
but unlimited common sense, be 
not self-centered, but love the 
— and thy neighbor as thy- 
se Aas

I WOULD SUGGEST cutting 
out that paragraph and pasting 
it on your mirror to read every 
morning while you shave or fix 
your hair. It contains the es- 
sence of a whole host of books 
on the subject. In addition to a 
lot of psychological sense, his 
remarks contain the essence of 
many worthwhile sermons. He 
used a great economy of expres- 
sion such as is found in the 
Bible, for every phrase of Dr. 
Patrick's sentence has a world 
of meaning in it. 

Dr. John Zahorsky wrote in a 
medical journal 50 years ago the 
modern idea that the common 
cold is due to certain specific 
micro-organisms. (This is still 
thought to be true and the Har- 
vard Research Unit in England 
has supposedly identified a cold 
virus in the past year.) 

Dr. Zahorsky went on to make 
a statement that is still true 50 
years later. He said, “Until we 
make a specific diagnosis of the 
organisms present and possess a 
specific treatment for each in- 
fection, our therapeutic effort 
will remain as they are at pres- 
ent, very unsatisfactory.” 

Our present treatment of the 
common cold is not much more 
satisfactory than it was 50 years 
ago, chiefly because we still 
have no specific treatment for 
its cause. 
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WE MODERN physicians like 
to think that knowledge of the 
adrenal and pituitary hormones 
is very recent, And yet, 50 years 
ago, an editorial in the Philadel- 
phia Medical Journal reviewed a 
then new book by a Dr. Charles 
E. de N. Sajous, titled “The In- 
ternal Secretions in the Princi- 
ples of Medicine.” Dr. Sajous 
indicated general knowledge of 
the hormones of the adrenal and 
the anterior lobe of the pituitary 
gland. He even indicated a 
knowledge of interacting rela- 
tionships between the pituitary 
and the thyroid, 

Both of these are usually con- 
sidered very new ideas. Dr. 
Sajous 50 years ago also indi- 
cated that many symptoms of 
infection or poisoning are mani- 
festations of overactivity or in- 
sufficiency of the adrenal sys- 
tem. This isn’t too far from 
modern views. 

A delightful metaphor was 
used by Dr. James C. Johnston 
in a medical journal article 50 
years ago, when medical writing 
was more colorful. He wrote, 
“A meaner man than the one 
who married on Christmas 2 
girl whose birthdate was the 
25th of December is he who

several men in recent news,

A HOT CASSEROLE ae IS TASTY WITH COLD 


6 ¢ ¥ DON’T like cold ham, give 
| me raspberry jam.” Those 
sentiments of the offspring 
of Old Mother Hubbard are not 
shared by most of us. We like 
our meat cold almost as much 
as we like it hot, right out of 
the oven. 

We are all in favor, however, 
of serving a hot dish with our 
cold meat. Often we choose 
baked potatoes and or a hot veg- 
etable. A casserole of scalloped 
corn is a good choice as it needs 
little pre-preparation. This dish, 
by the way, is just as good as 
the main dish for lunch or sup- 
per. 

Another casserole dish of the 
same type has canned hominy 
as its base. Hominy is, of 
course, a corn product. It is 
so very different from corn in 
flavor and texture that this is 
sometimes hard to believe. As 
the flavor is so bland, it needs 
plenty of contrasting seasoning 
such as tomatoes, onions, green 
pepper or cheese. 

Bacon or Vienna sausage 
makes a good topping. For a 
dish of this type, either is just 
as good with rice or noodles, 
casserole style. 

Corn Scallop. 

One No. 2 can (two and one- 
quarter cups) cream style corn; 
two tablespoons chopped celery, 


two tablespoons minced onion, 
one teaspoon salt, two cups 
whole wheat or corn flakes, one- 
half cup diced cheese, one egg, 
one cup milk, one-fourth cup 
butter or margarine, melted, 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

Combine corn, celery, onion 
and salt. Put alternate layers 
of corn mixture, cereal flakes 
and cheese in greased two-quart 
casserole, reserving about one- 
third cup of the cereal. Beat 
egg slightly and add milk and 
melted butter or margarine. 
Pour over mixture. Cover with 
remaining cereal and sprinkle 
with paprika. Bake in moder- 
ately hot oven (400 degrees F.) 
about 30 minutes. Yield: six 
servings. 

Scalloped Hominy. 

One No. 2 can hominy, one 
cup cream sauce, one can (eight- 
ounce) tomato sauce, one table- 
spoon minced onion, one-fourth 
cup minced green pepper, one 
cup soft bread crumbs, three 
strips bacon. 

Drain hominy. Combine with 
sauces, onion and green pepper. 
Place in well greased casserole. 
Sprinkle with bread crumbs and 
top with halved slices of bacon. 
Bake in moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) about 20 min- 
utes until bacon is _ lightly 
browned. Yield: six servings.

Helicopter Cops of New York City 


Unique Role of "Whirlybirds' Extends 'Long Arm of the Law' — Numerous Other Uses

J] strict up, si those inspired contraptions that can fly 


less in mid-air and lower themselves straight down onto areas 
only just slightly bigger than the circle described by their whirl- 
ing rotor blades, were put through some incredible maneuvers 
and came in for some well-deserved publicity during the fighting 


in Korea. 


Since the fighting there ended, these “flying eggbeaters” 


have been put to increasing use in civilian life. 


They are used 


for crop-dusting and stringing power lines across Rocky Moun- 


tain peaks. 


They have been used for cattle roundups and for 


blowing nut crops to the ground at harvest time. 


In several big cities in the 
United States helicopters are 
used for mail service between 
airports and central postoffices. 


In New York, a helicopter line, 
New York Airways, runs 16 
scheduled passenger flights 
daily between LaGuardia, Idle- 
wild International and Newark 
airports. 

Aside from these and many 
other commercial uses which 
have proved that this versatile 
little vehicle can earn a com- 
petitive living, the helicopter 
has been put to a unique em- 
ployment in New York as an 
extension of the “long arm of 
the law.” The only city in the 
world which operates an avia- 
tion bureau as part of its Police 
Department, New York pio- 
neered in the use of the heli- 
copter in police work. 

With their “whirlybirds,” the 
city’s airborne cops patrol the 
waterfront and in the summer- 
time. hover over the beaches 
watching for bathers in distress. 
They help in unscrambling traf- 
fic jams on arterial highways 
and bridges and search for es- 
caped prisoners in woods and 
swamps. And they ride constant 
herd on the hundreds of private 
airplanes flying over New York 
City. In the event a private pilot 
is caught stunting or flying 
dangerously or too low, the ’cop- 
ter cops hand him an aerial 
summons. 

On a recent Sunday afternoon, 
one of the police department's 
fleet of five eggbeaters took part 
in a typical rescue mission. 
While a crowd of several hun- 
dred strollers in Riverside Park 
gaped in amazement, two New 
York City patrolmen dropped 
out of the sky in a helicopter 
to fish a too-daring swimmer out 
of the icy waters of the Hudson 
river. To the flying cops it was 
just routine stuff. To the Sun- 
day audience it was a pretty ex- 
citing show. 

Even more dramatic was the 
rescue work done by a police 
helicopter not long ago when a 
steeplejack working on a spire 
of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine fell but fortunately 
landed on a parapet. When it 
was discovered that the space 
inside the steeple was too nar- 
row to permit the badly injured 
man to be taken down on a 
stretcher, a police helicopter 
was summoned. With one pon- 
toon resting on the very edge of 
the parapet, the helicopter quiv- 
ered in the air while the man 
was placed in a litter and se- 
cured to the pontoon. Then ris- 
ing to clear the tall buildings, 
the helicopter winged its way 
to a nearby park, where the 
pilot set the flying ambulance 
down in an open space. Rushed 
to a hospital, the man lived, 
thanks to the maneuverability 
of the helicopter which can pick 
a man off a church steeple as 
easily as it can fish him out of 
the sea, 

“With some 8,500,000 people 
in New York and 4,000,000 or 5,- 
000,000 in the surrounding area, 
we're really busy when summer 
comes,” explained Capt. Gustav 
Crawford who started as a pilot 
in the Police Aviation Bureau 
when the Bureau’s equipment 
consisted of only two single- 
engine monoplanes. 

“In summertime when there

are millions on the beaches at 
Coney Island, Rockaway and 
Brighton Beaches and other 
smaller ones, the helicopters fly 
a regular beach patrol. We warn 
swimmers when they get out too 
far and wave them in. If 
they get a cramp and are in real 
trouble we set down on the 
water, pick them up and bring 
them in. 


“We also see that pleasure 
boats do not anchor too close in 
shore to the beaches and we 
also keep’ an eye out for sum- 
mer fishermen. Summer brings 
out thousands of fishing boats 
and a lot of the fishermen aren't 
too expert at handling their 
boats. Say one overturns. We 
notify the coast guard but stand 
by in case we’re needed. Then 
there’s the problem of the 
storms that blow up suddenly 
in summer. When the storm 
warnings go up we fly out and 
see that the boats return to 
shore.” 

eo oe 
HE 11 pilots who man the 
fleet of five Bell 47-D-1 heli- 
copters seldom see an un- 
eventful day. On holiday week- 
ends they’re particularly busy 
“patroling” traffic. 

“You'd be surprised how 
quickly a flat tire or an acci- 
dent can work up a traffic jam,” 
said Sgt. Kenneth C. Johnston, 
who is slated to head the Avia- 
tion Bureau when Capt. Craw- 
ford leaves soon to take over a 
job with a commercial aviation 
firm. “We patrol the city and 
its approaches, the tunnels and 
the bridges, and when we spot a 
traffic jam we notify the traffic 
men on the ground so they can 
divert traffic farther up the line 
until the snarl straightens itself 
out.” 


Although there is more drama 
to rescuing a kid floating on 
an inner tube off North Brother 
Island or searching for an es- 
caped convict in some wood or 
swamp, both Crawford and 
Johnston stress that the most 
important chore of the Avia- 
tion Bureau is policing the pri- 
vate planes that fly over New 
York City. Last year five pri- 
vate pilots got summons from 
the ’copter cops for illegal fly- 
ing. 
A couple of years ago the 
Aviation Bureau handed out a 
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double summons in, a single in- 
cident. A private pilot agreed 
to fly a foolhardy gent over 
Times Square, let him jump 
out of the plane and take pho- 
tographs as his parachute de- 
scended.

They is- 
sued summons for the arrest of 
both the parachutist and the pi- 
lot of the private plane that par- 
ticipated in the foolish stunt. 


If the prediction of the Port 
of New York Authority holds 
true, New Yorkers are going to 
see lot of helicopters in the air 
in the near future. Recently the 
Port Authority made a $70,000 
survey which would indicate 
that by 1975, helicopters will be 
carrying some 6,000,000 passen- 
gers each year in and out of 
New York City. And whirly- 
birds will be the beasts of bur- 
den for 40,500,000 pounds of 
airmail and more than 6,500,000 
pounds of package cargo mov- 
ing into and out of Manhattan 
each year. 

“The principal market for 
helicopter service is expected to 
be in the field of intercity pas- 
senger traffic between major 
centers such as Manhattan, Phil- 
adelphia, Trenton, New Haven 
and other points not less than 
40 nor more than 175 miles dis- 
tant,” the survey report points 
out. “The helicopter will play 
a major role in the decentral- 
ization of the congested -metro- 
politan areas and, at the same 
time, it will help to unify and 
integrate the social and econom- 
ic activity of a region such as 
the New Jersey-New York Port 
District.”

New 
York Airways has given heli- 
copter service to a shipment of 
live lobsters to avoid Sspoilage 
and to some 36 pounds of live 
snakes urgently needed for 
some special serum. 

There is one use for the heli- 
copter which all concerned hope 
will never materialize —wuse in 
case of an atomic attack. 

“In case an atomic bomb 
knocked out the bridges and 
tunnels leading into New York, 
the helicopter would be the only 
vehicle able to operate,” Capt. 
Crawford pointed out. “The 
helicopter would be the only 
way to bring in high officials 
such as fire and health experts 
to survey and supervise the 
emergency.” 

The men at New York Air- 
ways have offered their services 
to the Office of Civil Defense of 
New York, since the New York 


Airways helicopters are larger 
than those of either the Police 
Department or the New York 
Port Authority. The big Sikor- 
skys of the Airways fleet would 
have the carrying capacity for 
communication equipment and 
medical supplies.

North went slowly on the 
first round, bidding only two 
hearts over the one spade be- 
cause he wanted to hear South's 
voluntary rebid. When that re- 
bid was three clubs, announcing 
a very respectable two-suited 
hand, North called on the 
Blackwood to locate controls, 
and finally went all out with 
the grand slam. 

West opened a trump, and 
now observe that under normal 
circumstances South would have 
a baffling problem of how to 
conduct the play. He could 
count five heart tricks, four 
trumps, two diamonds and the 
spade ace, but these would total 
only 12 tricks, and there would 
be a grave question about how 
to garner the thirteenth. In the 
absence of any adverse bidding, 
it would be more attractive to 
try for a diamond ruff in dum- 
my than to risk the spade fi- 
nesse, and it is safe to say that 
every expert declarer would go 
out for that ruff. But, obvious- 
ly enough, these declarers would 
be very disappeinted! West 
would ruff the second lead of 
diamonds, and that would be 
that. 

In the actual case, however, 
the fact that West had over- 
called one diamond with one 
spade made all the difference 
in the world. West was not a 
psychic bidder, and South knew 
it, so instead of playing for the 
diamond ruff, South drew 
trumps, cashed the heart jack 
and confidently took the spade 
finesse — and West could then 
ponder the age-old question of 
— constitutes a logical over- 
call.

Of World's 


Food Supply 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

HE world food problem is 

discussed in an interest- 

ing article I have been 
reading in the technical jour- 
nal published 
by a group of 
British indus- 
tries called 
the Bush 
Group. The 
foreword to 
the article is 
written by 
Lord Boyd 
Orr, who was 
at one time 
head of FAO 
for the U.N. 
and who has 
always been deeply concerned 
about this problem. 

“It is estimated,” writes 
Lord Orr, “that to provide 
sufficient food for the health 
of the rapidly increasing world 
population, the world food 
supply would need to be dou- 
bled within the next 25 years.” 

To do this, vast quantities 
of industrial products are 
needed for flood control and 
for irrigation schemes like the 
TVA in the United States: for 
the reclamation of fertile land 
destroyed by soil erosion; for 
all kinds of agricultural equip- 
ment, and for road and frail 
transport. 

a * . 

BY APPLYING industry to 
this great end, social unrest 
in the hunger-ridden coun- 
tries—which is a threat to 
world peace — could be al- 
layed, and the resulting rap-- 
idly-expanding world economy 
could provide a market to 
absorb the products of the 
highly industrialized countries 


and keep the wheels of in- 
dustry turning with economic 
prosperity and full employ- 
ment. 

In the article on “The In- 
ternational Approach to the 
World Food Problem,” by 
Doris E. Baum, group intelli- 
gence officer, there are some 
rather significant figures on 
world food production. The 
League of Nations made a 
survey in the 1930s which 
proved that approximately 
half the people in the world 
were hungry. The U.N. sur- 
vey shows that in 1960 we 
will have to produce 19 per 
cent more food than was pro- 
duced in 1946 if we are 
mergefy to preserve the situa- 
tion shown by a 1946 survey. 
At that time it was found 
that ‘the total population of 
the world had increased by 
“14 per cent, but that two- 
thirds of the people of the 
world were hungry. 


. * * 


AMERICAN PEOPLE on an 
average consume 3160 calories 
a day. In 1951 and 1952, the 
average daily food supplies in 
Pakistan were 1970 and in 
India, 1620. The National Re- 
search Council of America 
recommends that a physically 
active man weighing 154 
pounds requires about 3000 
calories a day, and even an 
8-year-old child needs 2000. 
This makes rather serious 
reading. 

The U.N. is doing a major 
part of the work for improv- 
ing the world food supply 
through FAO and technical 
assistance. But it will require 
understanding and co-opera- 
tion both in production and 
in distribution everywhere to 
meet the needs of the people.
